How Do We Judge Others ? 


In judging the usefulness of others 
in Christian work, we need to beware 
of a hypercritical, grudging, and unchari- 
table spirit. Bishop J. C. Ryle set a good 
example in concluding his sketch of John 
Wesley in “The Christian Leaders of the 


Last Century” (published 1869 and, alas, 
out of print!). This was his estimate of 
the great evangelist: “Finally, has any- 
one been accustomed to regard Wesley 
with dislike on account of his Arminian 
opinions? Is anyone in the habit of turn- 
ing away from his name with prejudice, 
and refusing to believe that such an im- 
perfect preacher of the Gospel could do 
any good? I ask such an one to remould 
his opinion, to take a more kindly view 
of the old soldier of the cross, and to 
give him the honour he deserves. What 
though John Wesley did not use all the 
weapons of truth which our great Cap- 
tain has provided? What though he 
often said things which you and I feel 
we could not say, and left unsaid things 
which we feel ought to be said? Still, 
notwithstanding this, he was a bold 
fighter on Christ’s side, a fearless war- 
rior against sin, the world, and the 
Devil, and an unflinching adherent of 
the Lord Jesus Christ in a very dark 
day. He honoured the Bible. He cried 
down sin. He made much of Christ’s 


blood. He exalted holiness. He taught 
the absolute need of repentance, faith, 
and conversion. Surely these things 
ought not to be forgotten. Surely there 
is a deep lesson in those words of our 
Master, ‘Forbid him not: for there is no 
man which shall do a miracle in my 
name, that can lightly speak evil of me. 
For he that is not against us is on our 
part’ (Mark 9:39, 40).” We would do 
well, in these days of multiplied forms 
of Christian service, to remember this 
sound advice. It is in keeping with 
Paul’s warning to the Corinthians: “For 
ye are yet carnal: for whereas there 
is among you envying, and strife, and 
divisions, are ye not carnal, and walk 
as men? ... So then neither is he that 
planteth any thing, neither he that 
watereth; but God that giveth the in- 
crease” (1 Cor. 3:3, 7); and his cheerful 
words to the Philippians: “What then? 
notwithstanding, every way, whether 
in pretence, or in truth, Christ is 
preached; and I therein do rejoice, yea, 
and will rejoice” (Phil. 1:18).

his trilogy will be the University of 
Chicago. Others, among them Wellesley 
College, will follow. They are picked 
to illustrate his thesis that American 
universities have commonly betrayed 
the purposes of their founders, have per- 
verted the Christian ideals of education, 
and have bred a host of moral and edu- 
cational evils which are breaking down 
the character of our nation. 

He has no prejudice against Stanford. 
His professor-father taught physics there, 
and he himself was there a student, in- 
timate with its presidents and faculties. 
It was his spiritual home for a Half 
century. Yet he turns on it with un- 
sparing severity as “spiritual source of 
pedagogical treason to the very idea 
of God.” In this bad role it is but a 
type of American university life in 
general, 

Stanford was founded by Senator 
Stanford, the builder of the Southern 
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Pacific Railroad, with the able co-opera- 
tion of Mrs, Stanford. Both had a Chris- 
tian background, gif somewhat faded. 
Mrs. Stan‘ord’s line ran back to the 
“Old South” (Boston) pastor who 
preached the sermon that led to the 
Boston Tea Party, and she herself was 
a Congregationalist. In his address on 
the opening day of the university, her 
husband said of her efforts: “In its 
behalf her prayers have gone forth that 
it may bea benefactor to humanity and 
receive the blessing of the Heavenly 
Father, . As a foundation for the 
whole superstructure we would suggest 
to each young man and young woman to 
bear in mind the admonition of the wise 
King, ‘Remember now thy Creator in the 
days of thy youth.’” 

The music at this dedication included 
Mozart’s “Glory be to God in the high- 
est,” Mendelssohn’s “How lovely are thy 
messengers,” and Bishop How’s hymn, 
“We give Thee but ‘Thine own.” 

Mrs. Stanford, in‘'a later revision of 
the Founding Grant? wrote: “A subject 
I feel most reverentially under obliga- 
tion to touch upon, is one of a religious 
nature. An impression exists in the 
minds of many, whose commendations 
and strengthening prayers I need and 
seek, that the students of the University 
are not distinctly taught to reverence 
God and His wonderful works. It was 
God’s goodness to my husband and my- 
self, as evidenced in the many blessings 
we received from Him, that inspired our 
hearts with gratitude and gave birth to 
this University. It seems to me, there- 
fore, most proper and necessary that a 
reverence for God’s name should be one 
of the fundamental truths there ex- 
pounded.” 


In this and other directions explained 
and exposed, “Stanford University,” says 
our author, “grossly contravened the 
wills of the founders.” 

The headwaters of this perversion go 
back, we are told, “to that unconscious 
Devil's disciple, President Andrew D. 
White of Cornell” and to his influence 


on David Starr Jordan, White’s pupil,. 


and first president of Stanford. It passed 
from him to a later Stanford president 
“who unconsciously taught it to his 
trustees and faculties, who taught it to 
how many tens of thousands of Stan- 
ford students, who taught it to how many 
millions of Californians.” 

These men, who have “betrayed the 
spiritual life of America through spir- 
itually degenerate universities,” had 
themselves almost invariably a Chris- 
tian background. President White's 
father was a devout Episcopalian, ex- 
ercised that his son should go to a 
church college. David Starr Jordan 
came from an equally Puritan Baptist 
family. Ezra Cornell and Johns Hop- 
kins were. both Quakers. Henry F. 
Durant was a born-again Christian who 
always thought of his. Wellesley. as 
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“God’s college for women.” President 
Branner of Stanford was of Scotch Pres- 
byterian family and earlier designed for 
the ministry; President Wilbur came of 
a missionary family. 

David Starr Jordan became infected at 
Cornell with Andrew D, White's fierce, 
antitheological fanaticism. . One almost 
hesitates to set down the consequences 
as here stated: 

“Little did this natural scientist sus- 
pect that he was to become greatly in- 
fluential in destroying his own students’ 
faith and his own faculty’s faith in faith 
itself: then leave the victims desolate: 
then have his own shield pierced again 
and again. until at last, like White in 
1885, but infinitely more agonizingly as 
befits the followers of Devil’s disciples, 
as his years on earth advanced, to lose 
all hope, all faith.” 

Yet the founder of Stanford had 
directed its trustees “to have taught in 
the University the immortality of the 
soul, the existence of an all-wise and 
benevolent Creator, and that obedience 
to His laws is the highest duty of man- 
kind.” Little did he “intend his Uni- 
versity to become .a haven for Free- 
thinkers, Pragmatists, Positivists, Ex- 
istentialists, or even militant Individual- 
ists, and, least of all; Atheists or even 
Agnostics.” 

Oh, but they have a chapel at Stan- 
ford! So they do, and it is like that 
at Harvard and Chicago and a dozen 
other colleges—lovely music, church 
half or quarter filled with townspeople 
and visitors, lecture by some out-of- 
town minister or littérateur: I recall, 
many years ago, falling in with a house 
painter in Palo Alto who had been con- 
verted to Christ and sobriety out of a 
life of hopeless alcoholism. He had a 
painting job in a Stanford, University 
building, and told me how the univers- 
ity chaplain, pipe in mouth, strayed into 
the room and chatted with him. He

“Why Callest Thou Me Good?” 


Our Sunpay Scuoot Trmes, for a 
great many years, has been a great 
aid to me in clarifying difficult and 
controversial portions of Scripture. 
Now, a man who has preached the 
Gospel for over sixty years, puts a 
very different meaning into Mark 10: 
18, 19: “Good Master, what shall | 
do that I may inherit eternal life’ 
And Jesus said unto him, Why callest 
thou me good? there is none good but 
one, that is, God.” This old preacher 
claims that our Lord rejected the ad- 
jective “good” because, not having 
completed His mission on earth, He 
was not yet entitled to be called 
“sood.” I contend that the implied re- 
buke was because the young man had 
failed, in his address, to recognize the 
Lord’s deity —A California reader. 
The California reader’s contention is 

correct and in conformity with the whole 
teaching of Scripture. The Lord Jesus 
often put questions to His friends and 
enemies to bring out important truths, 
and this is an impressive example. 

To say that the Lord Jesus was not 
then entitled to be called “good” be- 
cause He had not completed His mission 
is unscriptural. It is a weapon taken 
from the armory of Modernism and is 
no match for the Sword of the Spirit and 
the shield of faith. During His whole 
lifetime even His enemies could find n0 
fault in the Lord Jesus. ‘The writer of 
Hebrews declares that He “was in all 
points tempted like as we are, yet with- 
out sin” (4:15) and that “such an high 
priest became us, who is holy, harmless, 
undefiled, separate from sinners, and 
made higher than the heavens” (7:26). 
Peter declared that “Christ also suffered 
for us, leaving us.an example, that ye 
should follow his steps: who did no sit. 
neither was guile found in his mouth” 
(1 Pet, 2:21, 22). It is not hard to de

“And the Lord said: Simon, Simon, 
behold. Satan hath desired to have you, 
that he may sift you as wheat: but I 
have prayed for thee, that thy faith fail 
not: and thou, being once converted, 
confirm thy brethren” (Douay Bible, 
Luke 22:31, 32). On this Scripture, Rome 
makes pretense of building her colossal 
claims to papal infallibility. Never was 
so much founded on so little! The Ro- 
man Church particularly emphasizes the 
words, “and thou, being once converted, 
confirm thy brethren.” Or, “when thou 
hast turned back, confirm thy brethren.” 
The plain and evident interpretation is 
that our Lord, foreseeing Peter’s ap- 
proaching apostasy, when he would deny 
his Lord with oaths and curses, fore- 
warned him, “But I have prayed for 
thee, that thy faith fail not: and when 
thou art converted [or, hast turned back], 
strengthen thy brethren.” 


A Roman SCHOLAR SPEAKS 


Dr. Dollinger, celebrated German the- 
ologian and historian of the Roman 
Church, makes clear that Rome’s mod- 
ern interpretation was unknown to the 
end of the seventh century. He says: 
“Everyone knows that the one classical 
passage of Scripture on which the edi- 
fice of papal infallibility has been reared 
is the saying of Christ to St. Peter: ‘I 
have prayed for thee, that thy faith 
fail not: and when thou art converted, 
confirm thy brethren.’ But these words 
manifestly refer only to Peter person- 
ally, to his denial of Christ and his 
conversion; he is told that he; whose 
failure of faith would be only of short 
duration, is to strengthen the other 
apostles, whose faith would likewise 
waver. It.is directly against the sense 
of the passage, which spéaks simply of 
faith, first wavering, and then to be 
confirmed in the Messianic dignity of 
Christ, to find in it a promise of future 
infallibility to a succession of popes, 
just because they hold the office Peter 
first held in the Roman Church. No 
single writer to the end of the seventh

century dreamed of such an interpreta- 
tion; all without exception—and there 
are eighteen of them —explain it sim- 
ply as a prayer of Christ that His apos- 
tle might not wholly succumb, and lose 
his faith entirely in his approaching 
trial. The first to find in it a premise 
of privileges to the Church of Rome 
was Pope Agatho in 680” (“Papal In- 
fallibility”).

It is unfortunately true that a lie 
gets half way round the world before 
truth gets her boots on. Even so, the 
advertisements of Romish teachings by 
the Knights of Columbus get into the 
hands of millions before any Protestant 
answer can be made. 

The interpretation and application of 


‘Luke 22:32, given in the booklet pub- 


lished by the K. of C., entitled, “Why 
Millions Call Him Holy Father,” is in 
support of papal infallibility. We read: 
“It is obvious that Christ considered 
Peter in two ways. When He predicted 
that Simon would deny Him. ,. . when 
He predicted that he would waver and 
then be converted ... He is consider- 
ing Peter as a private individual. But 
when He told him that his faith shall 
not fail and that his office would be to 
confirm his brethren in the faith, Christ 
considered him in his cfficial character” 
(p. 18). 

Let it be noted, our Lord made no 
mention of Peter’s office and official 
character, Especially has this no place 
in Scripture, in the Roman sense. This 
is interpolated into the Scripture to 
support the doctrine foisted upon her 
church, 

Under the caption “Infallibility,” the 
article continues: “The Vicar of Christ 
cannot teach error because Christ prom- 
ised. divine protection from error in 
teaching His doctrines, which must be 
believed for salvation. This is what 
Catholics call the infallibility of the 
Pope . .. in his official capacity .. . He 
prayed especially for Peter because he 
was to be the leader and head of the 
Church” (pp. 18, 19). Here again, it is 
seen, how much the Roman Church

reads into Scripture. It would take all 
the Dogmatic Decrees of the Vatican 
Council to demonstrate what that inter- 
polation implies. 


“A Lirrte History” 

This is the caption in the booklet 
issued by the K. of C. The story is told 
under the general heading, “St, Peter in 
Rome.” If read by any unfamiliar with 
history, it. reads as though it were true. 
Let us investigate. Lord Acton, one of 
the most scholarly opposers to the De- 
cree of Infallibility within the Roman 
Church, said: “The Dogmatic Commis- 
sion of the Council proclaims that the 
existence of tradition has nothing to do 
with evidence, and that objections taken 
from history are not valid when contra- 
dicted by ecclesiastical decrees. Author- 
ity must conquer history. This inclina- 
tion to get rid of evidence was especially 
associatéd with the doctrine of papal 
infallibility, because it is necessary that 
the popes themselves should not testify 
against their own claim” (“The Vatican 
Council”). 

Thus we see, ecclesiastical decrees are 
made to override history in the inter- 
ests of papal claims. This is a most 
damaging statement against the veracity 
of authorities of the Roman Church 
when dealing with history. Space for- 
bids our dealing with this matter fully, 
but let us inquire how the above state- 
ment applies to the discussion, “Why 
Millions Call Him Holy Father.” Brief 
quotations are made from Eusebius, Ter- 
tullian, Cyprian, and Augustine. We 
shall take only Cyprian, of whom we 
read: “About 256 A.D., Cyprian wrote 
of the bishopric of Rome: ‘Would here- 
tics dare to come to the very seat of 
Peter whence apostolic faith is derived 
and whither no errors can come?” 
(p. 28.) 

Here is an attempt to claim Cyprian 
of Carthage as on the side of papal 
supremacy and infallibility, in that these 
quotations are coupled with the state- 
ment: “The early popes had little need 
to defend the infallibility of their office. 
The faithful did not question it.” Frankly, 
this is a dishonest, or to say the least, 
an unfair presentation of the case. 
Cyprian nowhere recognized a papal 
supremacy or infallibility. Was it not 
Cyprian who was styled Papa by the 
Bishop of Rome; and not vice versa? 


THE PRIMACY OF PETER INTERPOLATED 

It has been a policy within the Ro- 
man Church to make the early Fathers 
teach what the modern church now 
teaches, in ‘order to make it appear that 
she is semper eadem in her presentation 
of doctrines, claims, and the like. Now 
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let us hear from her own scholarly the- 
ologian and historian, whom she ex- 
communicated because he would not 
conform to her manifold dishonesties in 
the interpretation of Scripture and his- 
tory, namely,. Dr. Dollinger. On the 
matter of interpolating words into the 
‘ writings of Cyprian to make it appear 
that he taught the primacy of Peter, Dr. 
Dollinger made the following exposure: 
“Towards the end of the sixth century 
a fabrication was undertaken in Rome, 
the full effect of which did not appear 
till long afterwards. The famous pas- 
sage in St. Cyprian’s book on ‘The Unity 
of the Church’ was adorned, in Pope 
Pelagius II’s letter to the Istrian bishops, 
with such additions as the Roman pre- 
tensions required, St. Cyprian said that 
all the apostles had received from Christ 
equal power and authority with Peter, 
and this was too glaring a contradiction 
of the theory set up since the time of 
Gelasius. So the fol.owing words were 
interpolated: ‘The primacy.was given 
to Peter to show the unity of the Church 
and+of the chair. How can he believe 
himself to be in the Church who for- 
sakes the chair of Peter, on which the 
Church is built?’” (“The Pope and the 
Council,” p. 127.) 


A THEOLOGIAN VERSUS THE VATICAN 
CoUNCIL 

The statement in the Knights of Co- 
lumbus literature, that Christ made 
Himself responsible for Peter’s official 
acts, is incongruous in the extreme in 
the light of all the evidence. We would 
remind our readers that papal infallibil- 
ity -was defined, and became a decree 
of the Roman Church, at the Vatican 
Council in 1870, in spite of the strenu- 
ous opposition from within their church, 
and by the representatives at the Coun- 
cil. 

It.is very interesting to read the liter- 
ature of the Roman Church on the sub- 
ject. of papal infallibility before the 
Vatican Council, and after. Peter Dens, 
an accepted theclogian of the Roman 
Church, wrote before 1870, and, of course, 
the Dogmatic Decrees of the Vatican 
Council were given following the defini- 
tion of infallibility. Peter Dens was 
Licentiate of Theology in Louvain and 
Canon of the Metropolitan Church at 
Mechlin. His “Theologia” was studied 
as-a textbook in Maynooth College, and 
elsewhere. Of the Pope, he affirmed, 
that “it is probably a matter of faith 
that a modern pontiff is the vicar of 
Christ, but not a matter of obligatory 
faith”; and later, “It is, however, to be 
noted, that a modern pontiff being the 
suceessor of Peter and vicar of Christ 
is not a matter of obligatory faith, for 
that is not sufficiently propounded to 
the whole church with the necessity of 
believing it” (“Theologia,” Vol. II, p. 
19, and p. 22, Dublin Edition, 1832). 

The Vatican Council, on the other 
hand, pronounces a curse on those who 
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refuse to believe what her own theolo- 
gian, Peter Dens, had affirmed was not 
a matter of obligatory faith. We read 
in Chapter IV: “That the Roman Pon- 
tiff is the true vicar of Christ, and the 
head of the whole Church, and the father 
and teacher of all Christians; and that 
to him in blessed Peter was delivered 
by our Lord Jesus Christ the full power 
of feeding, ruling, and governing the 
whole Church ,. . that the Roman Pon- 
tiff, when he speaks ex cathedra . .. is 
possessed of that infallibility with which 
the divine Redeemer willed that his 
Church should be endowed for defining 
doctrine regarding faith or morals; and 
that therefore such definitions of the 
Roman Pontiff are irreformable of them- 
selves, and not frorn the consent of the 
Church. But if anyone—which may 
God avert — presume to contradict this 
our definition: let him be anathema” 
(“Dogmatic Decrees of the Vatican 
Council on the Church of Christ”). 





A Roman Bishop Speaks 


In the Vatican Council of 1870 
Bishop Strossmayer, a Roman 
Catholic, argued strongly against 
the dogma of the infallibility of 
the Pope and the error that Peter 
was the first Pope. He contended: 
“(1) That Jesus has given to His 
apostles the same. power that He 
gave to St. Peter. (2) That the 
apostles never recognized in St. 
Peter the vicar of Jesus Christ and 
the infallible doctor of the church. 
(3) That St, Peter never thought 
of being pope, and never acted 
as if he were pope. (4) That the 
Councils of the first four cen- 
turies, while they recognized the 
high position which the Bishop of 
Rome occupied in the church on 
account of Rome, only accorded 
to him a pre-eminence of honor, 
never of power or of jurisdiction. 
(5) That the holy fathers in the 
famous passage, “Thou art Peter, 
and on this rock I will build my 
church,’ never understood that the 
church was built on Peter (super 
Petrum) but on the rock (super 
petram), that is, on the confes- 
sion of the faith of the apostle. I 
conclude victoriously, with his- 
tory, with reason, with logic, with 
good sense, and with a Christian 
conscience, that Jesus Christ did 
not confer any supremacy on St. 
Peter and that the bishops of 
Rome did not become sovereigns 
of the church, but only by confis- 
cating one by one all the rights 
of the episcopate.” (From “Bishop 
Strossmayer’s Speech in the Vati- 
can Council of 1870”; Loizeaux 
Bros., 19 W, 21st St., New York 10;

Was Peter Pope? 


“Peter Recognized as Head of the 
Church,” is the subject of one chapter 
in the booklet, “Why Millions Call Him 
Holy Father” (pp. 20, 21). Under this 
daring caption, we read: “If you want 
to see a Pope at work, read the Acts 
of the Apostles—the Book of Acts. 
There you will find the history of the 
very first years of Christ’s Church and 
see Peter as the recognized head of the 
Apostles and the Church.” Once again, 
brevity forbids an adequate dealing with 
the false implications of this chapter 
which stresses Peter’s authority four 
times. We can deal only with one refer. 
ence, and that relative to the Council 
at Jerusalem, in Acts 15. The K,. of C 
booklet says: ‘“Peter’s Authority — The 
assembly was called and there was much 
discussion among the members. At a 
given point, Peter arose and opened the 
official discussion with a definite asser- 
tion of his own authority. . . . That 
this authority was at once recognized 
by the assembly, is clear... . Here we 
see Peter acting as the leader and guide 
of the Apostles and presbyters of the 
Church.” (Parts of the Scripture are 
quoted.) The idea that Peter presided 
at the Council at Jerusalem, which the 
Roman Church teaches, and that because 
of Peter’s authority “all the multitude 
held their peace,” is entirely foreign t 
the passage, but is interpolated in order 
to give the Roman Church a semblance 
of Scripture authority for her claims 
We would urge all to study this account 
for themselves. It is clear that the mul- 
titude held their peace in order to listen 
to what Barnabas and Paul had: to say 
The Scripture tells us so, “Then all the 
multitude kept silence, and gave audience 
to Barnabas and Paul,” ete. Then we 
read, Douay Version, “And after they 


had held their peace, JAMES AN- 
SWERED, SAYING: Men, brethren, 
HEAR ME.” By studying this Scripture, 


in the Douay Bible, or our own, we see 
it was James who spoke the authori- 
tative word, ego krino, “I judge, I give 
my judgment.” Peter did not say this. 
The Douay Bible translates this, “For 
which cause I judge .. .” (v. 19). Thus, 
it was James who gave the final sum- 
ming up, not Peter. Not once was an 
appeal made to Peter. Peter did not 
preside. It was James who made the 
final pronouncement. Following the 
great deliverance of James, the whole 
church took action in the matfer of 
sending the letter to the church in Anti- 
och. The primacy of Peter is in no way 
hinted, The Roman Bible clearly states, 
following the sentence given by James, 
“Then it pleased the apostles and an- 
cients, with the whole church, to choose 
men. . ...” (Acts 15:22). Those words, 
“with .the. whole church,” -rule out any 
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idea of ecclesiastical dictatorship. The 
teaching as to Peter’s authority, and his 
presidency at the first Council of Jeru- 
salem is absolutely untrue to Scripture 
and to history, and proves, once again, 
that the propaganda literature published 
by the Knights of Columbus is alto- 
gether unreliable and wuntrustworthy. 
Their erroneous conclusions are contra- 
dictions to their own Bible, and to many 
of the earlier authorities of their own 
church. 

Where he discusses the primacy of 
Peter, Charles Gore, M.A.; Principal of 
the Pusey House, and Fellow of Trinity 
College, Oxford, says, referring to Peter: 
“The Apostles at Jerusalem are de- 
scribed as ‘sending him’ with St. John 
to Samaria (Acts 8:14). Later again he 
occupies no governing position in the 
Council at Jerusalem. Christ’s revela- 
tion to him, indeed, when he opened the 
door to the Gentiles (Acts 15:7-11) was 
a fact which must have been conclusive 
of the question before the meeting; but 
the formal authority, the formal ‘I de- 
cide’ (Acts 15:19), comes from St, James, 
and the decree goes out in the name of 
tthe apostles and elders’ (Acts 15:23) 
generally. Moreover, St. Peter retires 
into the background of history after this, 
and St. Paul rises into prominence. The 
history would seem to suggest that St. 
Peter’s special function was one which 
had to do with the opening of Church 
history. This is Tertullian’s view, and 
this impression is augmented by the 
utterly ‘unpapal’ tone of St. Peter’s own 
Epistles” (“Roman Catholic Claims,” 
p. 85). 

Constant verification comes from the 
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study of this subject, proving that the 
doctrines and claims peculiar to Roman- 
ism do not grow out of the Scriptures, 
but have been developments through the 
centuries; and, as necessity arose, effort 
was made to discover something that had 
the’ semblance of Scriptural support, 
hence the appeal to various texts, How- 
ever, according to the plain principles 
of exegesis, the Scriptures Rome quotes 
to prove her case, upon examination, 
seldom give her even a shred of support. 
On the other hand, the Scriptures teach 
the direct opposite of Rome’s major 
claims, 

The true Church of Jesus Christ, made 
up of believers in the Lord Jesus Christ, 
and born again of God’s Holy Spirit, 
does not need the so-called Roman pon- 
tiff, with his vaunted pseudo-infallibil- 
ity, for we have the assurance of the 
presence of the One with divine power. 
“And Jesus came and spake unto them, 
saying, All power is given unto me in 
heaven and in earth. Go ye therefore, 
and teach all nations, baptizing them in 
the name of the Father, and of the Son, 
and of the Holy Ghost: teaching them 
to observe all things whatsoever I have 
commanded you: and, lo, I am with you 
alway, even unto the end of the world” 
(Matt. 28: 18-20). The one who possesses 
all power has pledged His constant pres- 
ence. Our blessed Lord further assured 
us, “And I will pray the Father, and 
he shall give you another Comforter, 
that he may abide with you for ever; 
even the Spirit of truth ... he will 
guide you into all truth” (John 14:16, 
17; 16:13).

in a World Metropolis 


A life-giving stream flowing out to more than eight million people 


Y A number of writers, 1809 has 

been called “The Marvelous Year” 
because of the galaxy of great men that 
were born in that year — Abraham Lin- 
coln, Oliver Wendell Holmes, Alfred Ten- 
nyson, William Ewart Gladstone, Edgar 
Allan Poe, Felix Mendelssohn-Bartholdy, 
and Frederic Francois Chopin, among 
others. 

It is not to be wondered at, therefore, 
that the New York Bible Society itself 
selected “The Marvelous Year” in which 
to be born. Come December 4, the 
Society will celebrate its 140th Anni- 
versary with a series of mass meetings 
in each of the five boroughs of New 
York City, with additional language 
services among the Italian and Spanish 
population, and among the Negroes of 
Harlem and Brooklyn, culminating with 
the annual Manhattan service, this year 
to be held at the Gospel Tabernacle in 
Times Square.

The impulse to form Bible societies, 
which now exist in all parts of Protes- 
tant Christendom, proceeded from Eng- 
land, where, in 1780, an association was 
formed for the distribution of Bibles 
among soldiers and sailors. In 1804, the 
British and Foreign Bible Society was 
organized and today extends to the ends 
of the earth with its many translations 
to meet the ever-advancing missionary 
needs in pioneer fields. 

It is a matter of historic interest to 
note that the first portion of Scripture 
printed in America was the New Tes- 
tament, translated into the Indian lan- 
guage by John Eliot and printed at 
Cambridge, Mass., in 1661. A German 
Bible was printed at Germantown, Pa., 
in 1743. In 1777, the English New Tes- 
tament, and, in 1782, the entire Bible, 
was printed at Philadelphia. The lat- 
ter was the first English Bible with an 
American imprint, and it was recom- 
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mended by Congress after an ae. 
tion by the chaplains, 

The first Bible Society in the United 
States was instituted at Philadelphia in 
1808; the second, at Hartford; the third, 
at Boston; the fourth, our own, at New 


York; the fifth, at Princeton—all in 
1809. In a few years there were about 
sixty organizations. Delegates . from 


thirty-five of these societies, including 
our own officers, met in New York, in 
May of 1816, and organized the American 
Bible Society, which later was to take 
over the entire national field where local 
societies did not exist, and eventually 
to share with the United Bible Societies 
the vast program of translating and dis- 
tributing the Scriptures in every known 
language to the ends of the earth. 

It will be observed that the New York 
Bible Society is one of the oldest in the 
western world, succeeding the British and 
Foreign Bible Society by only a few 
years. Many of the former local soci- 
eties have long since ceased to exist, 
but the New York Bible Society continues 
as an independent corporation, with its 
own board of managers, budget, and 
policies. Its certificate of corporate pur- 
poses provides for “the distribution of 
the sacred Scriptures without note or 
. of the commonly’ received 
version, in and about the City and Har- 
bor of New York.” 

During its long years of service the 
New York Bible Society has distributed 
over 30,000,000 copies of the Scriptures, 
of which a large portion has been in 
foreign languages which are compara- 
tively quite costly to produce. New 
York City itself is a great mission field. 
Last year, we required the Scriptures in 
sixty-three languages in our work, and 
have used as high as eighty-seven in a 
single year. In Harlem, for instance, 
we needed not only the prevailing Eng- 
lish and Spanish, but three African dia- 
lects. Our expenditures for the year 
totalled $157,033.25. 

A distinctive policy of the New York 
Bible Society is the giving away of the 
Scriptures absolutely free, not selling 
them. This would be mandatory in New 
York City, where two-thirds of the 
population is either Roman Catholic or 
Jewish, most of whom would never pur- 
Yet Chris- 
tians owe a sacred obligation to intro- 
duce the Word of life to just such 
people. Dr. George William Carter, a 
former general secretary of our Soci- 
ety, who will be recalled by many of the 
Times readers, remarked: “This is a 
policy which God has seemed especially 
to bless. The more Scriptures we give 
away free, the more abundantly does 
God supply the means.” Such a policy 
constitutes the Society both a mis- 
sionary organization and a work of faith. 

Two methods of distribution are regu- 
larly employed: (1) through the Chris- 
tian agencies of the city — the Salvation 
Army, missions, foreign branches of 
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Protestant churches, colleges, universities, 

_ Y.M.C.A.’s — over three hundred in all; 
-(2). through our own agents, twenty of 
whom are specialists in their various 
‘fields and are supported by the Society. 
‘These agents engage in areas of distri- 
bution that otherwise might be neg- 
lected by the Christian church. Some 
of them are conversant in as many as 
five different languages. 

Work about the harbor consists of two 
divisions, Immigration and Marine. That 
within the.city includes hotels, hospitals, 
foreign, Negroes, Jews, and the blind. 

Distribution to immigrants is one of the 
Society’s oldest endeavors, though it has 
naturally changed in method with the 
times. Today, it is largely centered in 
meeting the D.P.’s from Europe, and vis- 
iting. the detainees on Ellis Island. As 
these modern Pilgrims approach the 
harbor they find outstretched to them 
the torch of liberty. It is our endeavor, 
when their feet touch the soil, to place 
in their hands, in their own language, 
the Book that gave birth to that concept 
of liberty, and which alone maintains it 
in our land. One. of the writer’s most 
prized possessions is a snapshot of the 
little fishing smack, The Svea, which 
braved the perils of the Atlantic and 
landed on the shores of Palm Beach. 
The photograph is autographed by each 
‘of the occupants, mostly Latvians, who, 
through the Society’s aid and that of 
other welfare agencies operating on Ellis 
Island, were afforded a haven in Amer- 
ica by special act of Congress. One of 
the occupants was a Baptist preacher. 
With no loss of humor, though he lost 
just about everything else, he told me 
that if he had not been a Baptist when 
he set out from Sweden, he would most 
assuredly have been one by the time he 
landed ! 

Three of our men are assigned to the 
Marine Division, and it is their effort 
to give every man aboard ship, from cap- 
tain to cabin boy, a copy of the Scrip- 
tures. Their labors are _ principally 
among the giant modern freighters that 
regularly touch our shores from every 
eorner of the globe. . Eventually our 
agents get personally acquainted with 
many of the seamen. On some of these 
vessels, Scriptures in. as many as four- 
teen different languages are required, 
for people ranging from the Moslems of 
Turkey, and the Communists of Russia, 
to the Hottentots of Africa. Many are 
from Puerto Rico and the South Ameri- 
ean countries, from Scandinavia and 
other European lands. And there are 
many Hindus. 

The harbor is a world within itself. 
It is estimated that some 600,000 people 
earn their living on the water front, 
As you visit it, you are immediately 
impressed with its activity. Trucks and 
mechanical loaders rush about like ele- 
phants on a rampage, while cranes and 
hoisters swing dangerously overhead. 
The guards, gatemen, stevedores, and 
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other men along the docks. are. legitimate 
objects of the Society’s quest, as well 
as the men aboard ship. It must be 
borne in mind that, unless most of these 
men were personally sought out, they 
would never come in contact with the 
Christian message; they would never. be 
introduced to a Christian church. Gen- 
erally our marine workers are welltre- 
ceived; I have known, them to stay 
aboard ship until near nfidnight explain- 
ing the Scriptures and Seeking to solve 
personal problems, 

There are over six hundred hotels in 
New York City serviced by the New 
York Bible Society. This was an activ- 
ity of the Society before the founding 
of the Gideons, and is exempted from 
the work of that splendid organization 
through a working agreement. To sup- 
ply all the transient rooms with a copy 
of the complete Bible is a titanic under- 
taking. This year, for instance, we have 
placed nineteen hundred copies of the 
Bible in the Hotel Statler alone. 

Three women are assigned to hospital 
visitation, with more than sixty hos- 
pitals covered by them regularly. We 
call them “angels of light.” Principally 
they use Scripture portions as a first 
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introduction, and these are stored jp 
all required languages in many of the 
institutions, In Bellevue Hospital, largest 
in the city, the majority of the Da- 
tients cannot speak English. Quite fre. 
quently one of our visitors will be sum. 
moned by a doctor or a nurse to act 
as an interpreter. 

The Negro‘ population of the city has 
been growing amazingly since the be. 
ginning of the war. While Negroes are 
predominantly both American and Prot. 
estant, because of their lower standarg 
of living they become the natural target 
of the Communists. What this can ae. 
complish is illustrated in the much-pub. 
licized activities of Paul Robeson. But 
what is the common attitude is illus. 
trated by the address of Jackie Robin. 
son before the Congressional Committee 
at Washington. To provide Negroes 
with the Scriptures, our Society main- 
tains three workers, together with a 
depository in Harlem. The question is 
a vital one: Will our Negroes be left 
a prey of the Communists? 

The work of the Society among the 
foreign population is an impressive one, 
For much of it we must naturally rely

The Lesson as a Whole 
By H. A. Ironside, Litt.D. 


Approach to the Lesson 

OW good it is to know that our 
H God—the God of the Bible — 

the Creator and Redeemer — 
knows the end from the beginning, and 
worketh all things according to the 
counsel of His own will (Eph. 1:11). 
Nothing ever takes Him by surprise. All 
has been foreseen and every event that 
transpires is either in accord with His 
directive or His permissive will (Dan. 
2:20-22). He foresaw all the experi- 
ences Israel would pass through before 
ever He called them out of Egypt to 
be His “peculiar treasure” (Exod. 19:5). 
In His eternal purpose He provided a 
Saviour for them and for all mankind 
long before sin itself had come in, call- 
ing for One who could bring deliverance. 
He foresaw “the Lamb slain from the 
foundation of the world” (Rev. 13:8). In 
the fullness of time His promise of the 
virgin-born Saviour was fulfilled. He 
foretold Israel’s captivity and scattering 
among the nations even before they had 
entered into Canaan (Deut. 28:64). No 
word of His is void of power (Isa. 55: 
11); nor will His plan ever be defeated 
by all Satan’s efforts. Whatever He has 
declared shall come to pass. It is a 
wonderful thing to know such a God and 
to realize that we who trust in Him are 
the objects of His care (Phil. 4:19; 1 Pet. 
5:7). Faith can rest upon His Word 
undismayed by all the changing scenes 
of time, knowing Him as the eternal, 
sovereign God. 


The Historical Setting 


Jeremiah prophesied for many years 
prior to the fulfillment of his own words

in regard to the destruction of Jerusa- 
lem and the captivity of Judah. He fore- 
saw the victorious Chaldean armies rav- 
aging the land of Palestine and he looked 
beyond and saw by the eye of faith the 
restoration of a remnant who would re- 
turn to the land and would be dwelling 
there when the long promised Messiah 
should appear. He also looked beyond 
that to a return yet future, when the 
nation as a whole shall be brought to 
know the Lord. 


Verse by Verse 

Jer. 29:1—“The letter that Jeremiah 
the prophet sent from Jerusalem.” After 
the conquest of Palestine by the Chal- 
deans and the carrying away of many 
thousands of the people of Judah into 
captivity, Jeremiah continued to give 
the Word of the Lord by sending a let- 
ter to all those who had been dispersed 
among the Gentiles. In this letter he 
urged them to accept their captivity as 
the will of the Lord for the time then 
present, but he assured them that God 
had wondrous plans for their blessing 
and restoration in years to come. 


Verse 4.—“Whom I have caused to be 
carried away.” No power could have 
prevailed against Judah if God Himself 
had not permitted it. The Captivity was 
His rod of chastisement inflicted upon 
them because of their willful disobe- 
dience and with a view to their future 
blessing. 


Verse 5—“Build ye houses, and dwell 
in them.” False prophets had risen up 
who pretended to foresee a speedy re- 
turn to the land and the end of their 
captivity, but instead of this Jeremiah 
made it clear that for at least seventy 
years they must abide among the Gen- 
tiles. In view of this he counseled them 





to settle down as contentedly as possible 
and make proper provision for the care 
of their family. 


Verse 6.—“Take ye wives, and beget 
sons and daughters .. . that ye may be 
increased there, and not diminished.” 
In view of God’s purpose for their future 
blessing, He would not have the nation 
die out under Chaldean domination, nor 
would He have them so discouraged that 
they would lose all concern about the 
preservation of their national life. 


Verse 7.—“In the peace thereof shall 
ye have peace.” Instead of giving way 
to a spirit of resentment or even hatred 
toward their conquerors, they were to 
pray for them and seek the peace of 
the cities and the nations wherein they 
dwelt. Their own peace and prosperity 
depended to a very large extent on that 
enjoyed by those who had become their 
captors and masters, 


Verses 8, 9.—“Let not your prophets 
... deceive you, neither hearken to your 
dreams .. , I have not sent them, saith 
the Lord.” It is so easy to give way to 
wishful thinking and to ignore facts in- 
stead of facing the realities of life. 
Even though facts are disagreeable, it 
is far better to recognize them and act 
in accordance with God’s revealed Word 
than to rest upon an unfounded opti- 
mism, which can only result in disap- 
pointment. 


Verse 10.—“After seventy years... I 
will visit you . . . causing you to re- 
turn.” The seventy-year period coin- 
cides with the actual duration of the 
Babylonian Empire. God foresaw the 
triumph of Cyrus the Persian and the 
overthrow of Chaldean power, after 
which the way would be opened for the 
return of His people to their own. land. 
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This, as we know, was fulfilled at the 
appointed time. 

Verse 11—‘“I know the thoughts that 
I think toward you, saith the Lord.” 
Even when conditions demand chasten- 
ing, God’s heart is ever toward His peo- 
ple. His judgments do not mean that 
His thoughts of love and kindness are no 
longer toward those who are called upon 
to pass under the rod. - All will work 
out for their blessing eventually (Rom. 
8:28). 

Verse 12—“Then shall ye call upon 
me...and I will hearken.” This is in 
accordance with His promise as given 
in Psalm 50:15: “Call upon me in the 
day of trouble: and I will deliver thee, 
and thou shalt glorify me.” 


Verse 13.—“Ye shall seek me, and find 
me, when ye shall search for me with 
all your heart.” God is always waiting 
for opportunities to manifest Himself 
and His grace and power on behalf of 
His people, but He maintains a holy re- 
serve at times until they realize their 
own helplessness and feel their need of 
Him. When in the hour of distress they 
turn to Him in repentance and faith, 
He is always ready to meet their need 
in His loving-kindness. 

Verse 14—“I will be found ...I 
will turn . .. I will gather . , . I will 
bring you again.” Note the definite dec- 
larations of the divine will in response 
to the cry of His own, when they humble 
themselves before Him and look up to 
Him for deliverance. This promise had 
only partial fulfillment when a remnant 
returned in the days of Ezra and Nehe- 
miah. It will be fulfilled completely in 
a future day. 

Jer. 31:3—“I have loved thee with an 
everlasting love . . . with lovingkindness 
have I drawn thee.” He who took Abram 
into covenant relationship with Himself 
and promised that in his seed all nations 
should be blessed will never forget or 
retract His Word. No failure or de- 
fection on our part can alter the love 
of His heart. Like Himself, it is ever- 
lasting and has been manifested to the 
fullest extent in the person and work of 
His beloved Son (1 John 4:9). 


The Heart of the Lesson 

The faithfulness of God demands the 
fulfillment of every promise He has made 
regarding both His earthly and His 
heavenly people. His dealings with Is- 
rael and Judah may well be taken as the 
great example of His unfailing interest 
in those who, in this age of grace, con- 
stitute the Church, the body of Christ. 
We, too, are called to the path of obe- 
dience. To turn from it is to bring down 
upon ourselves the disciplinary rod; 
but as our hearts are exercised by His 
dealings with us, we shall find rich bless- 
ing as we turn to Him in contrition and 
seek renewed fellowship. No wayward- 
ness on our part can change His love 
toward us. His counsels of old are faith-

The Seventy Years’ Captivity. God 
is an exact bookkeeper, if this term may 
be used without suspicion of irreverence, 
Of old He had commanded Israel to 
observe every seventh year as a sabbath 
of the land. He promised that there 
should be no crop failures or loss of fruit 
if they let the land lie fallow during 
the sabbatic years. It is evident that for 
a cycle of 490 years they failed to ob- 
serve this commandment, and doubtless 
they thought of it as a dead letter which 
God Himself no longer regarded. At the 
expiration of the indicated cycle, how- 
ever, they were carried away to Baby- 
lon and kept there until the land had 
enjoyed her sabbaths, thus making up 
for the seventy forgotten years (2 Chron.

“I have caused to be carried away” 
(Jer. 29:4).—Someone may be inclined 
to say, “Nebuchadnezzar’s superior mili- 
tary strength is the simple explanation 
of Judah’s captivity.” But so to say is 
to ignore the fact that Nebuchadnezzar 
was simply the instrument which a sov- 
ereign God used to carry out His Word 
given to the men of Judah. He had 
given them the choice of obeying Him 
and being blessed (Deut. 28:1-14) or dis- 
obeying Him and going into captivity. 
He warned that He would allow Nebu- 
chadnezzar to come against them and 
carry them away to Babylon (Jer. 21). 

The Lord Jesus informed His disciples 
that such an apparently insignificant 
thing as the death of a sparrow does not 
occur “without your Father” (Matt. 10: 
29); so it is certain that thousands of 
His earthly people could not be taken 
into captivity without the knowledge 
and permission of the sovereign God. 

The fact that our God sees all, knows 
all, and overrules all to the good of 
all who love Him and who are the 
called according to His purpose is sur- 
passingly precious. 

“There was a colored woman who 
earned her living by hard daily labor, 
but who was a joyous triumphant Chris- 
tian,” says S. C. Bredbenner,

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“And seek the peace of the city ... 
and pray unto the Lord for it” (v. 7). 
—A divine principle is here laid down 
to which we do well to give heed. Even 
if the children of God were exiles in 
an enemy’s land, they were to pray for 
it and earnestly seek its welfare. 

Because the Lord Jesus in His priestly 
prayer..said, “I pray not for.the world” 
(John 17:9), there are those who say we 
should not pray for the world. Those 
who speak thus must be forgetting that, 
in the prayer, the Lord was concentrat- 
ing on only two classes of people — those 
who were believers at that time, and 
those who would afterwards believe on 
Him through their testimony (John 17: 
20). He had given instructions before 
this to “pray for them which despite- 
fully use you, and persecute you” (Matt. 
5:44). Certainly He prayed for His 
enemies (Luke 23:34). And we are ex- 
horted to pray for all men (1 Tim. 2:1). 

In a village in northern Syria, Abu 
Dugaam was being severely persecuted 
because he had begun to believe in the 
teachings of the foreign missionaries. 
His father-in-law had taken away his 
new wife from him. The villagers had 
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torn down his new house. Finally, when 
he refused again and again to give up 
his belief in the wonderful Book, he was 
led out to the edge of the village to be 
burned to death. He was tied to a pile 
of wood and was given a chance to say 
his last words. Much to the surprise of 
the excited mob, he neither cursed nor 
wept. Ignorant of the experiences of 
ancient martyrs, but with their selfsame 
spirit, he knelt and fervently prayed for 
each of his persecutors. Either in fear 
or penitence, one by one the angry crowd 
stole quietly back to the village, leaving 
Abu Dugaam alone, but nearer to his 
God. (The Presbyterian of the South.) 

“Ye sha'l search for me with all your 
heart”. (v. 13).—Having been to the 
Tower of London, and having seen the 
Koh-i-nor diamond, I was much inter- 
ested in the incident about the Mahara- 
ah who gave the precious stone to Queen 
Victoria. = 

After the Maharajah was a full-grown 
man, he called on the Queen in Buck- 
ingham Palace, and asked if he might 
see the diamond. The Queen, with her 
usual courtesy, gave orders that the 
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jewel should be brought under armed 
guard to the Palace. 

When it arrived, it was handed to the 
Marahajah. All watched eagerly to see 
what he would do. Taking the priceless 
gem with great reverence in his hand, 
he walked to the window, where he ex- 
amined it carefully. 

Then, as the onlookers still wondered, 
he walked back 'with it clasped in his 
hand, and knelt at the feet of the Queen, 
“Madam,” he’ said greatly moved, “I 
gave you this jewel when I was a child, 
too young to know fully what I was 
doing.

It is important and 
will stimulate your interest; will help 
you get a real blessing in studying them, 
It is this: while they are sévere — harsh 
you might say —and relentless in their 
denunciation of sin and rebuke of the 
sinner, always before they close their 
message there’s a note of tender love, 
a loving call to repentance and a clear. 
promise of restoration. God is spe- 
cially interested in restoration of sin- 
ners. There never was a time in Israel’s 
long career of disobedience and back- 
sliding, but God was willing to forgive 
them and to, reinstate them, even as a 
nation. Listen to Jesus: “O Jerusalem, 
Jerusalem, thou that killest the prophets, 
and stonest them which are sent unto 
thee, how often would I have gathered 
thy children together, even as a hen 
gathereth her chickens under her wings, 
and ye would not!” That is the dark 
side of the picture, but our Lord imme- 
diately added, “I say unto you, Ye shall 
not see me henceforth, till ye say, 
Blessed is he that cometh in the name 
of the Lord” (Matt, 23:37, 39). And 
when Israel says that, as a nation, the 
promised restoration will take place. 


That which God is saying to Israel as

When he conquered a country he 
had foresight enough to see that if he 
took their most intelligent young men 
captive and trained them at Babylon, he 
would build.a far stronger empire than 
those conquerors who destroyed all their 
enemies. He wanted the brains of the 
world and the wealth of the world con- 
centrated in his capital city.

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Read verse 5 to see what happened in 
that same hour. The handwriting on the 
wall sobered King Belshazzar and ter- 
rified him so that his knees knocked to.~ 
gether. He sent for all his wise men 
to read what was written, but they could 
not. Then Daniel was called. Let us 
read together what he said in verses 18 
to 28. (In Bible times the word “father” 
was used of the grandfather also.) 

Think how dreadful those words must 
have sounded to King Belshazzar! “God 
hath numbered thy kingdom, and fin- 
ished it.” This was the God whom he 
had ignored and insulted in spite of 
the warning his grandfather Nebuchad- 
nezzar had received, though he knew 
all about that. Now read verse 30. 
“In that night was Belshazzar the king 
of the Chaldeans slain.” See how God’s 
decrees are fulfilled at the exact time He 
has set. There is no difficulty or delay 
in the fulfillment of His Word. He is 
absolute sovereign in His universe. 

Before we close, turn to Jeremiah 31: 
3. Some people are afraid of God be- 
cause He can do whatever He chooses 
to do. We should fear Him in the sense 
that we dare not be irreverent or disobe- 
dient to Him, but He does not want us 
to be afraid of Him, and Jeremiah 31:3 
tells us why. What words to hear from 
the sovereign, omnipotent God! These 
words were addressed to Israel, but when 
we come to God through our Lord Jesus 
Christ we find everlasting love and lov- 
ingkindness reaching out to us from be- 
ginning to end.

Topic and Scripture: 
Before Jesus Came (Jer. 31:3; Luke 1:46-49) 


HE pictorial time line suggested for 

this lesson will be completed in the 
first lesson of the new quarter. The 
blackboard and colored chalk might be 
used, but a long strip of paper would be 
more permanent. Leaving some margin 
at the bottom, draw a heavy line the 
length of the strip of paper except for 
whatever margin may be desired at each 
end. The symbols will more effectively 
be drawn or pasted on as the lesson pro- 
gresses in class, but it is possible to com- 
plete the whole beforehand. Make a 
dot approximately two-thirds of the dis- 
tance along the line to the right. This 
divides Old Testament time from New 
Testament. 

At the extreme left of the line draw 
a pile of stones for an altar with flame 
rising up, or use a cutout picture of an 
altar. From the time of Adam, after sin 
came in, people had to kill and offer the 
blood of a lamb or other animal to God 
to make up for their sin. Then they 
might worship and pray to God, and He 
would hear and care for them. Write 
on or under the altar, “4,000” (years). 

But the people forgot God and wor- 
shiped idols. One day God called Abra- 
ham to start a new people, God’s Chosen 
People, the Jews. Approximately half- 
way between the altar and the dot draw 
or paste a six-pointed star. On or un- 
der it write, “1900.” The six-pointed star 
stands for the Jewish people, the peo- 
ple with whom God made the first agree- 
ment or covenant. They brought their 
animal sacrifices to God’s house. For 
the worship of God, David and others 
wrote the beautiful song-Psalms we 
Studied last quarter. Repeat one the 
class has learned. About halfway be- 
tween the star and the dot draw or paste 
& small picture for David. 

Then again people, His own people, 
began to forget God and His laws, and 
do as they pleased. Two prophets 
preached and ‘tried to bring the people 
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back to God. Beside David place a smal] 
figure for Isaiah and another for Jere- 
miah. Conduct such review as desired 
of the lessons on Isaiah and Jeremiah, 
as probably you will not wish to use the 
Christmas lesson for that. Sin at last 
brought its punishment. Jerusalem was 
destroyed, and the people carried away, 
as Jeremiah warned. But God in His 
goodness promised He would bring the 
people back. He promised to make a 
new agreement or covenant with them, 
and to give them a fair and good king. 
The people did come back, but they did 
not follow the Lord very closely and 
the good king did not come; instead the 
Romans conquered them. And yet there 
was God’s promise of everlasting love 
(Jer. 31:3). Six hundred years went 
by. Write “600” between Jeremiah and 
the dot. 

Then things began to happen. An 
angel appeared to Priest Zacharias in 
the Temple. “You and Elisabeth shall 
have a son. Name him John. He will 
be a great man and make the people 
ready for the Lord.” In a few months 
the angel appeared on earth again, this 
time to a young woman named Mary, 
who was planning to marry Joseph. 
“Mary, you are to have a son. Name 
Him Jesus. He will be great and will 
be called the Son of God. The Lord 
God will give Him David’s throne, and 
He shall be king over this people for- 
ever.” Do you wonder that Mary went 
singing to Elisabeth’s house? She was 
to be the mother of the wonderful King 
God had so long promised! Read aloud 
Luke 1:46-49. That is the first part of 
a beautiful Psalm called the Magnificat. 
You may like to learn it as well as our 
Memory Verse: “Thou . . . shalt call 
his name JESUS. He shall be great, 
and shall be called the Son of the High- 
est” (Luke 1:31, 32). Mary was thrilled 
that God had given her such a son. We 
are thrilled that God has given us such 
a Saviour. Let us read verses 46 to 49 
again as our praise to God for lifting 
us from our low place on earth to be 
His sons in Heaven. Will you read these 
verses every day this week?

HE title of the lesson for today is 
“The Happy Promise.” The refer- 
ence given is Jeremiah 31:3. “The Lord 
hath appeared of old unto me, saying, 
Yea, I have loved thee with an everlast- 
ing love: therefore with lovingkindness 
have I drawn thee.” This is another of 
the promises to Israel, to be fulfilled in 
the last days, the days of joy for the 
Jewish people. The promise is true to 
us, too, that God has loved us and given 
His only begotten Son for a Saviour from 

our sin. . , 
I like to think of some other wonder- 
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ful promises in this Book of Jeremiah, 
ones that are for us, too. The first one 
I want to tell you about is Jeremiah 
33:3: “Call unto me, and I will an- 
swer thee, and shew thee great and 
mighty things, which thou knowest not.” 
That means for us to pray and ask God 
for the things we desire. He will an- 
swer every prayer. Sometimes He says 
No to our requests, just as our parents 
do, because the things we are asking for 
would harm us. God knows best. He 
wants us to ask Him for the things we 
want. Sometimes He shows us some- 
thing so much better than what we 
asked Him for, that we wonder why we 
asked. And He always answers. God 
always hears His children when they 
call. 

Another promise is Jeremiah 29:13, 
our Golden Text: “Ye shall seek me, 
and find me, when ye shall search for 
me with all your heart.”. Sometimes we 
hear people say they have tried to be 
Christians, but they couldn’t find God; 
they couldn’t be saved when they 
tried. But God says if they had sought 
Him with their whole heart, they 
would have found Him. These are 
usually the people who want to come to 
God some other way than by the way 
of the Cross and by believing in the 
Lord Jesus Christ. God says there is 
no other way, so there is no use for 
anybody to try to be saved any other 
way. 

Then I want to step over into Isaiah 
and find some promises that are espe- 
cially fitting for this Sunday before 
Christmas. You know Isaiah was the 
prophet to whom God gave the most 
promises about the birth of the Lord 
Jesus Christ. One of them is Isaiah 
7:14: “Therefore the Lord himself shall 
give you a sign; Behold, a virgin shall 
conceive, and bear a son, and shall call 
his name Immanuel.” 

Another is Isaiah 9:6: “For unto us a 
child is born, unto us a son is given: 
and the government shall be upon his 
shoulder: and his name shall be called 
Wonderful, Counsellor, The mighty God, 
The everlasting Father, The Prince of 
Peace.” 

In Isaiah 11:1, we read, “And there 
shall come forth a rod out of the stem 
of Jesse, and a Branch shall grow out 
of his roots.” You remember that Jesus 
was born in the family of David, the 
son of Jesse. 

Then we have those verses in Isaiah 
52 which tell us of the sufferings of the 
Lord Jesus even before He was nailed 
to the cross, and the whole fifty-third 
chapter which tells us the whole story of 
Christ’s sacrifice for us. You all know 
at least one verse of that chapter, Isaiah 
33:6: “All we like sheep have gone 
astray; we have turned every one to his 
own way; and the Lord hath laid on 
him the iniquity of us all.” 


And lastly, Isaiah gives us a picture

(Matt. 7:15-20)

HE Christmas tree, as we know it 

today, is not strictly of Christian 
origin. Tradition holds that the first 
use of an evergreen tree in connection 
with the celebration of Christmas came 
when Boniface, an English missionary to 
Germany in the eighth century, replaced 
the heathen sacrifices to a sacred oak 
by setting up a fir tree, adorned in 
tribute to the Christ Child. 

It is definitely known that the custom 
of decorating and lighting evergreen 
trees with candles was generally ob- 
served first in Germany, and later in 
England, and eventually was brought to 
America by German immigrants. Some 
sincere Christians feel that> because of 
its.doubtful origin, the ‘Christmas ‘tree 
should not be used by Christians at the 
time we celebrate the birth of the Lord 
Jesus as a little child. However, since 
the Christmas tree, to the sincere Chris- 
tian, carries no thought of heathen wor- 
ship, there does not seem to be any 
good reason why believers should dis- 
card this custom that has long delighted 
the hearts of children. Hence, many 
Christians still use the Christmas ‘tree 
as a symbol of Christian joy and glad- 
ness and see in its’ evergreen boughs a 
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reminder of the One who, although He 
came to this earth as a helpless little 
child, yet ever lives to make interces- 
sion for us. 

we 

In the strictest sense, however, the 
Christian’s Christmas tree is the cross, 
for the Lord Jesus who came so long 
ago to the hills of Bethlehem came to 
die for the sins of the world. This was 
the only way that He could redeem man- 
kind. His tree was a tree of suffering 
and shame and humiliation, all of which 
He bore gladly for the joy that was set 
before him (Heb. 12:2) of redeeming 
you and me to God and His Father. 

We can never claim that tree as our 
own, for Christ alone could die for the 
sins of the world. But it is His tree 
that bears fruit in our lives, when we 
accept Him as our Saviour and receive 
Him into our hearts as Lord. It was 
what He did on the cross, and what He 
continues to do for us as our risen Sav- 
jour and Lord, that makes it possible 
for His fruit, the fruit of the Spirit, to 
be produced in us. 

John 15 tells us that it is God’s will 
that we should be fruitful, and we learn 
there, also, that it is only in Him and 
through Him that we can bear fruit, and 
that without Him we can do nothing. 

In Galatians 5, we learn what that 
fruit is—love, joy, peace, longsuffering, 
gentleness, goodness, faith, meekness, 
self-control. It is fruit that will bless 
not only our lives, but the lives of all 
we touch. 

yd 

The branch of a natural fruit tree, 
standing in an orchard, does not strive and 
struggle in order to bear fruit. It merely 
permits the life of the tree to flow 
through it, offering as little hindrance 
as possible. Just so, our Christian life 
is not to be one of striving and strug- 
gling to produce fruit. It is to abide in 
daily, unbroken fellowship with the 
Lord Jesus, and to yield our every fac- 
ulty to Him (Rom. 12:1, 2), so that His 
life may flow forth uninterruptedly 
through us. 

It is a supernatural experience that 
God has made possible for all who will 
trust Him and yield themselves to Him. 
And yet it should be, for the Christian, 
not an unusual experience, but a normal, 
Christian life. Study carefully this nine- 
fold fruit of the Spirit mentioned in 
Galatians 5, and ask God to make it 
experimentally real in your heart and 
life, this Christmas season, and through- 
out all the days that shall follow.

upon other church agencies, though the 
Society maintains agents among the Ital- 
ians, Spanish, and Russians. But, 
through other missionaries, all the lan- 
guage groups are contacted, even the 
Chinese, 

Two agents are assigned to distribut- 
ing Scriptures to the Jews, one on the 
East Side, and the other in the heart of 
Brooklyn. Through an arrangement 
with the Million Testaments Campaigns, 
the Prophecy Edition of the New Testa- 
ment is employed for this purpose with 
blessed results. But we also supply the 
workers of the Jewish missions in the 
city with the Scriptures; there are al- 
most thirty of these Hebrew-Christian 
missions here. 

Scriptures for the blind are provided 
in Braille for those able to read, and on 
phonograph records (talking books) for 
those who require or prefer them that 
way. For more than twenty years Miss 
Mary E. Keebler, herself a blind but 
exceptionally talented person, has been 
the Society’s representative to those who 
sit in darkness. 

Such, in brief, is the scope of the 
Society’s activities. Last year, at our 
anniversary service, held in the Marble 
Collegiate Church, its pastor, Dr. Nor- 
man Vincent Peale, said to the congre- 
gation: 

“As I have tonight listened to the 
inspiring description of the work of the 
New York Bible Society, I could not 
help asking myself: ‘What would have 
been the result, if instead of these thirty 
million copies of the Scriptures, a sim- 
ilar quantity of the writings of Karl 
Marx had been placed in the hands of 
our people?’” 

What, indeed, would have been the 
result? Long since our liberty might 
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have perished, our opportunity for wit- 
nessing passed. 

But here, in the very heart of old 
Manhattan, the stream of living waters, 
which began to flow in 1809, continues 
to send forth its pure, refreshing, life- 
giving message. Though some of its 
branches, like the stream that ran from 
Collect Pond (site of the present Foley 
Square District) to the Hudson and is 
now Canal Street, have long since dis- 
appeared, the main stream flows on and 
on, until, today, larger, more powerful, 
more needed than ever before, it finds 
its outlets in the souls of the more than 
eight millions of people in the five bor- 
oughs and about the harbor of this great 
world metropolis. 

As the Apostle Paul, by establishing 
churches on the central trade routes of 
the world — at Corinth, Philippi, Athens, 
and Rome — was able to send the Gospel 
to all parts of the world, so from New 
York City, through those who touch 
our shores, it is our glorious privilege 
to send the Scriptures in all required 
languages, even to the ends of the earth.

ANTU came of a long line of fight- 

ing African men, and he always 
went all oui to get anything he really 
wanted. 

One day when visiting a large town 
he saw the boys of a mission school 
playing football. He watched the game 
eagerly, and said to another lad stand- 
ing near: 

“Oh, how I’d like to fight that ball, 
too! It is great!” 

“You?” said the other with scorn; 
“Why, you’d have to learn and practice 
for many months to play that game! 
It is only for boys whose parents are 
rich, not for such as we are.” 

Bantu sighed, for he knew his father 
was very poor, and there were four 
others to feed in his village hut, so it 
was almost impossible to get enough to 
eat. But he could not forget that fight- 
ing game and all the fun the boys were 
having. 

Bantu was eager to go to school ever 
since a neighbor boy had come back at 
holiday time and shown him all his 
books.

But what has been done in the green 
tree of the colleges is nothing as com- 
pared with that in the dry tree of theo- 
logical seminaries. Mr. Rogers’ “Trea- 
son in American Education” should 
prove a call to action by churchmen. 
Legal committees should be formed, first 
of all to put on public record for in- 
spection the private records of Protes- 
tant seminaries, church colleges, and 
other institutions, that the Christian pub- 
lic may know exactly what the foun- 
ders’ purposes were, how much they 
contributed, to what teaching those con- 
tributions were designated. Legal com- 
mittees should be supplemented with 
parallel theological committees whose 
members should read all the literature 
of the institutions in question and by 
extract and summary make clear their 
theological deviations, 

Mr. Rogers would bring to public 
notice and exposure “those corrupted 
men and institutions primarily responsi- 
ble for the U.S.A.’s continuing tendency 
towards disintegration and utter chaos.” 
A similar exposure of “those corrupted 
men and institutions” who are bringing 
the churches “into disintegration and 
utter chaos” by denying the church’s 
faith, on which they make their living, 
is equally desirable. There should be 
ho fear of the disingenuous clichés re- 
garding “the dead hand” and “academic 
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freedom.” What Mr. Rogers says of the 


colleges in this respect is applicable to 


the seminaries. 





“Corruptio optimi pessima. A million 
parents have slaved and sacrificed to 
send their sons and daughters to col- 
lege, inspired by the tradition that edu- 
cation is a guarantee of success. A few 
years later the young folks come home 
with a shattered faith in the family 
Bible and the religion of their parents, 
without moorings, confused, and blinded 
to the truth. 

“Whatever else they have done or left 
undone, modern American universities 
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have certainly and almost gleefully given 
‘religion’ the bum’s rush out of their 
academic speech and precincts: no more 
elegant phrase can be employed to de- 
scribe their executives’ and their facul- 
ties’ behavior.” 

“The effects .of these betrayals have 
undermined spiritual convictions, re- 
ligious cohesions, and . ecclesiastical 
authority in the U.S, quite as surely as 
have the more forthright policies and 
acts of frankly atheistic governments in, 
say, Poland and Hungary.” 

This is no diatribe of an outsider. It 
is the considered and documented state- 
ment from one in the inner circle of 
American university life with decades of 
reading and contact back of him, 
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“Why Callest Thou Me Good?”

tect the sinister source of the specious 
reasoning which argues, on any ground 
whatever, that this Man was not entitled 
to be called “good.” 

Dr. Scofield’s marginal comment at this 
point is helpful. He says it is as though 
the Lord Jesus said, “Believing Me to 
be but a human teacher, why callest 
thou Me ‘good’?” The Scriptures de- 
clare plainly that Christ was God mani- 
fest in the flesh. Therefore there is here 
an inescapable dilemma, for Christ was 
both good and God, or He was neither. 
But the dilemma is hypothetical, and 
must give way to the glorious fact that 
“God was manifest in the flesh, justi- 
fied in the Spirit, seen of angels, 
preached unto the Gentiles, believed on 
in the world, received up into glory” 
(1 Tim, 3:16).

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Train Up a Child. By Arthur L. Miller. 
(Concordia Pub. House, St. Louis 18, 
paper, 25 cents.) This volume has been 
prepared for study groups in child train- 
ing. Each of the ten chapters is well 
outlined, and concludes with suggestions 
for further discussion. A brief bibliog- 


* raphy is placed at the end of the book. 


Some of the chapter headings will give 
a clue to the contents of the book: “The 
Home as the Child’s Most Important 
School”; “How To Preserve the Child 
From Sin”; “How To Deal With the Child 
Who Has Sinned”; “How To Conduct 
Family® Devotions”; and “Co-operation 
Between Home and School.” 

The author writes from a background 
of Lutheran parochial education. His 
thesis is, “Since the Christian training 
of our children is a shared responsibil- 
ity, home and church must have a uni- 
fied program of Christian education.” His 
product is an extraordinary condensa- 
tion of much that.is basic to the train- 
ing of our children. 


Christianity and American Education. 
By Edwin H. Rian. (The Naylor Co., 
San Antonio, Tex., $3.) After an analysis 
of American public school education, its 
beginnings in Colonial times and ulti- 
mate secularization in our own day, 
the author concludes, “Thus Christians 
face the truth of our educational pro- 
gram and practice: that naturalism, the 
philosophy that this world and man are 
the sum total of all there is now or in 
the future, is in.control”..(p. 117). 

His study of Roman Catholic schools 
leads him to express admiration for a 
task well done: “Students have been 
trained to meet the opposing philoso- 
phies with intelligence and with an ade- 
quate answer from the Roman Catholic 
point of view” (p. 179). He is, how- 
ever, appalled when he turns to Prot- 
estant schools: Even the denominations 
that have led in educational systems 
(the Missouri Lutheran, Christian Re- 
formed, Mennonite) have lagged behind 
in developing an integrated and unified 
philosophy of education, and have pro- 
duced practically no textbooks from the 
Christian point of view. Worse, Mod- 
ernism and indifferentism have sapped 
the strength of other once Christian 
schools, 

Present-day attempts to deal with the 
situation (correction. of humanistic ten- 
dencies by legislation, released time pro- 
grams) are found to be inadequate, and 
so the author concludes: “Give the 
Christianity of the Bible a true expres- 
sion through Christian schools, colleges, 
and universities and there will be some 
chance of saving American education” 
(p. 233). 

The volume has an extensive bibliog- 
raphy for each chapter and a good in- 
dex of subjects. If the book has a 
weakness it is that Dr. Rian has at- 
tempted to expound a Christian philos- 
ophy of education in but six pages,

For a moment, seven-year-old Miriam 
jlinked her sleepy eyes, and wondered 
where she was.

Thud, thud, thud pounded torrents of 
rain on the roof of the boat while the 
missionaries were at breakfast. Then, 
even as they prayed that the storm might 
stop, so that they could carry on their 
day’s work, the clouds lifted, and the 
sun burst out. Soon, off they started 
for a neighboring . village, plodding 
through ankle-deep slush and rain- 
drenched grasses higher than Miriam’s 
head.
